Mines.

Judge E. J. Blandin of Cleveland, 


Ohio, who for years considered the 
tariff question the paramount issue, 
has had his mind disabused of that 
idea. He tells the Chicago Time* that 
he ia tired of tariff discussion and hai 
come to the conclusion that the money 
question is the supreme issue and that 
the country cannot prosper until silver 
is remonetized. Every where in Europe, 
during a recent visit to that country, 
he found the same general business 
depression that exists here. It is not 
confined to free trade or high tariff 
nations, but exists everywhere. 


Basing his conclusions on observa- 


tions in Europe, Judge Bland iu says 
that the degredution of the world's 
financial system is.the cause of the busi- 
ness depression, which is universal. 
Until the wroug is righted and the silver 
dollar is restored to respectability and 
power, there will be no commercial 
health here or .elsewhere, and the 
rehabilitation of silver is . what the 
people should fight for. 


That these conclusions are founded 


on fact, no reasonable person will dis- 
pute. Why, then, should the masses 
of the people divide on minor issuse ? 
It is of far more importance to the 
citizens of Nevada to have the State 
and the country prosperous than to 
have any individual in office. The Sil- 
ver party is based on principles which 
will restore that prosperity. It is op- 
posed to the Gold Trust and its aiders 
and abettors, whether they be the plu- 
tocrats of the East or the spoilsmen of 
the West, and everybody, who places 
prosperity above party, will vote for 
the success of tbat party on election 
day.

Adopted In State Convention at Carson, 


September 5, 1894. 


The Silver party of Nevada, in Con- 
vention assembled, at Carson City, on 
the 4th day of September, 1894, declare 
bhat platforms should assert cardinal 
principles of political faith concerning 
questions of political interest of pres- 
ent moment without; equivocation or 
evasion. 
We hold that history has 
demonstrated that these principles are 
right arid equitable, and their observ- 
ance necessary to secure the welfare 
and individual happiness for which 
this Government was established. 


SILVEH. 


We deny the right or authority of the 
Government of the United States to 
pass any law restricting or abridging 
the privilege of any citizen to the free 
coinage of silver into standard money 
at the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, and we demand 
the repeal of all laws denying or abridg- 
ing that right 
We assert that any law denying or 
abridging the right of free coinage of 
gold and silver into standard money at 
the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, is a denial of the 
sovereignty cf the people of the United 
States as a nation and independent 
State, and a law in restraint and 
abridgment of production and com- 
merce. 
We assert that from 1861 to 1894, in- 
clusive, a period of 34 years last past, 
the Democratic party and the Bepub- 
Itcan party have made and adminis- 
tered the law of this nation; that that 
period has been characterized as one of 
uninterrupted bountiful harvests and 
bountiful production from all our nat- 
ural resources and that our people 
have made unparalleled advances in 
skill, in every branch of manufacture 
and artisansbip, that the period has 
been one of general health, and not- 
withstanding the civil war, a period of 
unparalleled prosperity from 1861 down 
to 1873. In 1873 the Republican party 
passed laws in the restraint of the coin- 
age of money, denying mintage to sil- 
ver. the money we need in the pocket 
of every citizen and till of every store. 
The decadence of silver has been 
steady, gradual and 'unrelenting as the

the necessity of good government, but 
no Government should augment this 
burden or enlarge its necessities by un- 
necessary, needless interest bearing 
debts making useless expenditures, or 
by falling to promptly collect what is 
justly due it, whether it be a loan, a 
tax or a tariff. No grant should be 
made of public property for any other 
than a public purpose, and it is the 
duty of the Government to securer 
to the public the enjoyment 
of 
the benefit which, was the consideration 
of the grant or declare it, forfeited. 
We demand the Government owner- 
ship of telegraph lines and Govern- 
ment subsidized railroads. 
We demand the enforcement of the 
Interstate Commerce Act everywhere. 


LABOR. 


We demand that no law shall ever be 
enacted restraining or abridging the 
development of our natural resources 
and we guarantee to the people free- 
dom of pursuit and the inalienable 
right to enjoy the full value of all the 
property that tbeir labor produces. We 
hold it as one of the truisms of human 
existence and modern progress and 
enterprise, that capital and labor 
should go hand in hand in the general 
advancement, happiness and good of 
this great commonwealth. . Therefore 
we claim that capital and labor should 
stand on an equal footing before the 
law, and that the laborer should always 
receive a fair compensation for a fair 
day's work. That both capital and labor 
have the legal and unquestionable 
right to organize for mutual protection 
and self-preservation. 
We believe that a National and a State 
Board of Labor Commissioners should 
be created by law and made elective by 
the people to whom all questions in 
dispute between capital and labor 
should be referred and that both parties 
concerned be compelled to arbitrate 
and that the decisipn of such Board o£ 
Labor Commissioners be final and 
binding alike on the employer and em- 
ployes. 
OBEDIENCE TO THB LAWS BEQDIBED BY ALL. 


We denounce the criminal suspens- 
ion of the laws of Congress by the 
President, such as the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman Silver Bullion 
Purchasing Act, the Geary Act provid- 
ing for the deportation of unregistered 
Chinese, when its constitutionality has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
and his neglect nnd refusal to enforce 
the Anti-trust and Interstate Com- 
merce Acts against wealthy offenders. 


ELECTIVE EBANOHISE. 


We denounce the purchase and sale 


of the Elective Franchise as destructive 
of our liberties and treason to our Gov- 
ernment. We demand the disfranchise- 
ment of both parties to the crime, and 
the punishment of the purchaser by 
fine and imprisonment. The franchise 
once sold shall be gone forever. 


LOTTERIES. 


The establishment of a lottery in 
this State would be a blot upon the 
people and would result in financia 
and moral degradation. Therefore, in 
the language of our Constitution, " No 
lottery shall be authorized by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lotterj 
tickets be allowed." We condemn in 
equal terms all Legislatures of thii 
State which have attempted to legislate 
or authorize lotteries or the sale o 
lottery tickets. 


THE BLOODY SHIBT. 


We are unalterably opposed to tbj 
ratification of the proposed amend 
ment to Section 1, Article II, of thi 
Constitution of our State, wherein
